WASHINGTON, March 29. 

All warring factions of the house laid 
down their arms tceday at the behest 
of Speaker Garner and began a united 
effort to pass a revenue bill that is 
expected to maintain the financial 
stability of the federal government. 

Relinquishing his gavel to assume 
active leadership of a legislative cham- 
ber floundering in the debris of a tax 
bill it had wrecked, the white-haired 
Texas democrat brought antagonistic 
groups together for a single purpose 
—to balance the budget. 

Responding to-his dramatic speech 
that ‘thrice brought the members to 
, their feet, leaders of the anti-sales tax 
bloc joined Representative Snell, of 
yNew York, the republican chieftain, 


in pledging their support towafd en- 
acting a billion-dollar tax measure. 
Explains Purpose. 

Taking the floor shortly after the 
Ways and means committee had ap- 
proved substitute proposals to replace 
th. beaten $600,000,000 sales tax pro- 
gram, Garner explained the purpose 
of his unusual action and to his col- 
leagues he solemnly said: 

“It is the duty of congress to bal- 
ance the budget. I am convinced of 
the importance of maintaining the fi- 
nancial integrity of the republic.” 

Relating the consequences of the 
dollar falling on foreign exchanges and 
of the doubt that spread throughout 
the worll after the house last week 
défeated the sales tax, the Texan dra- 
matically asked all those in favor of 
b jlancing the budget to rise. Only a. 
few stayed in their seats. 

When he asked those who-@id not 
want to balance the budget, to stand 
no one rose. 

“No one rises,” Garner said. “I 
think this ought to restore to the 
American people confidence in our 
country. & 

“Try to serve your country, gentle- 
men, and let us put through this leg- 
*islation at the earliest date possible 
in the interest of our country. 

Speaker Applauded. 

The speaker received a 
ovation while the packed galleries ap- 
plauded., 

With his appeal ringing in their 
ears and the assurances of Represent- | 
ative Snell of republican co-operation 
and the. pledge of support from the 
anti-sales tax leaders, the house in 
quick succession adopted committee 
‘amendments calling for excise levies” 
estimated to yield $169,500,000. These 
are included in new supplemental rec- 
ommendations expected to return 
£523,000,000. The remainder, includ- 
ing an increase in first-class postage 
from 2 to 3 cents with a probable 
return of $135,000,000, be 
voted upon tomorrow.

Myron C. Taylor, New York finan- 
cier, who Tuesday was elected chair- 
man of the board of the United States 
Steel Corporation, succeeding J. P. 
Morgan, international banker, who had 
directed the destinies of the giant 


company since the death of Judge 


Gary. 


TAYLOR 10 HEAD 
U. 5. STEEL BOARD 


New York Financier Suc- 
ceeds J. P. Morgan in 
Important Position. 


NEW YORE, March 29.—(P)— 
Myron C. Taylor, the quiet, sturdy, 
urbane and capable Quaker,_today be- 
came chairman of the United States 
Steel Corporation. 

His election, announced by the board 
of directors, fulfills a destiny which 
New York business and banking cir- 
cles long ago had selected for him. 
It placed him firmly in the seat once 
occupied by the late Elbert H. Gary, 
to which he has slowly been climbing 
since he became.a steel director in 
September, 1925. 

Mr. Taylor succeeds J. P. SMorgan, 
who became chairman soon after the 


death of Judge Gary, but the interna- 
tional banker’s tenure of office was 
admittedly an interim measure. 

The new chairman for four years 
has been head of the corporation's 
important finance committee, a posi- 
tion held by Gary, who was likewise 
steel’s. chief executive officer. It was 
assumed that Mr. Taylor would as- 
sume that title, -too, since the formal 
announcement of the change said he 
was to have “duties similar to those 
formerly exercised by the late Judge 
Gary.” 

Mr. Taylor brings to:his new of- 
fice a broad experience in banking and 
industry. Although he began his busi- 
ness career as a cotton textile man, 
he worked his way into varied inter- 
ests, including finance and railroad- 
ing, finally becoming a close associate 
of George F. Baker, president of the

It was the late Mr. Baker's influ- 
ence,*so Wall Street gossip goes, that 
put Mr. Taylor on the steel corpora- 
tion’s board and eventually in the 
|}ehairmanship of the finance commit- 
tee. 


Couzens To ‘Reveal’ 
Facts in Rail Loan 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—(4)— 
The administration today welcomed 
an inquiry into the &12,800,000 loan 
to the Missouri Pacific by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, and 
Senator Couzens, republican, Michi- 
gan, replied he would tell the senate 
tomorrow of his investigation of it. 

Couzens, who is chairman of the 
interstate commerce committee, con- 
ferred today with some members of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
which said it approved the loan with 

“reluctance.” 

“I have enough facts, I think,” ob- 
served the senator to newspapermen 
tonight. “So far as I am concerned, 
no investigation is needed. I will 
state the case to the senate tomor- 
row. 

Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
who told the senate yesterday that 
pressure was used on the commission 
to obtain its approval for the loans, 
said he would discuss the question to- 
morrow also.

Cabinet Member’s Attack 

on Farm Loans Draws 
Prompt Reply From 
Senator Robinson. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—(#)— 
Secretary Hyde's long-smouldering dis- 
satisfaction over turning the agricul- 
ture department into a money-lending 
agency for the benefit of farmers to- 
‘day burst into. flame. 

He called the department the “prize 
boob in the history of finance,” and 
said it was “lending more money on 
thinner security and sustaining more 
losses than ever before in the history 
of money lending in the world.” 

Hyde's statement immediately 
brought a reply from Senator Robin- 
son, of Arkansas, the democratic lead- 
er, that the secretary was manifestly 
not in sympathy with the relief which 
the law provides should be administer- 
ed through his department. 

“Essential Feature.” 

Senator Robinson added: “Ad- 
vances to aid agriculture are an essen- 
tial if not an indispensable feature of 
emergency legislation. Of course loans 
of the character contemplated to aid 
in agriculture production by their 


own nature cannot be made on the 
basis of commercial loans either as to 
the security or time of payment.” 

Congress voted $200,000,000 for ag- 
ricultural credit this year in the re- 
construction finance corporation act, 
making $50,000,000 immediately avail- 
able. These loans—financing produc- 
tion of new crops in a surplus ridden 
nation—are being made now at the 
rate of $1,000,000 daily. 

Hyde explained in an interview to- 
day that the agriculture department 
was handling the agricultural loan be- 
cause the reconstruction finance cor- 
poration “is doing business on a busi- 
ness basis and loans that are now be- 
ing made under the name. of agricul- 
ture cannot by the furthest stretch 
be called good business.” 

Unrestricted loans to plant new 
crops have drawn the fire of the sec- 
retary on the ground that it means 
stimulating production and. a continu- 
ing weighing down of farm prices. 

“Gone Into Business.” 

“There isn’t any way of getting out 
of it,” he said, “but to face the fact 
that we have gone into business over 
at the agriculture department. I don’t 
know what we are going to do with 
all this wheat and cotton. Nobody 
seems to want wheat and cotton any 
more and everybody seems to be rais- 
ing it.” 7 

Last year the department loaned 
nearly $50,000,000 and to date has 
collected about $27,000,000, including 
interest and the value of farm com- 
modities held as collateral. These 
loans were due last fall. Collections 
last week amounted to $92,000. At 
the same time the department is still 
collecting loans made as long ago as 
1921, 

Seven regional offices have been es- 
tablished to handle the 1932 loans. Be- 
sides the $50.000.000 now available, 
the department will have an additional 
$25.000,000 in June. 

Meanwhile a bill is pending to make 
the remaining $125,000,000 of the 
$200,000.000 immediately available for 
loans. Hyde opposes this, urging that 
the money be used to finance the find- 
ing of new foreign markets for the 
farm board’s wheat and cotton. 

“The $75, 000,000 already available,” 
he said, “is sufficient in my opinion 
to fill the requirements of the smaller 
farmer. To expand these loans only 
means the stimulating of production.” 


Boy, Hurt in Crash, 
Succumbs at Grady 


Ena Whitten, 9-year-old son of Mrs. 
Pearl W hitten, of Douglas county, 
died at Grady hospital Tuesday night 
of injuries received earlier in the day 
when a truck in Which the Whitten 
family and their household belongings 
were being transferred from a farm- 
house near Douglasville to a residence 
near Fairburn, overturned on a curve 
in the highway. The boy's skull was 
fractured. 

Four other members of the truck 
party were slightly bruised and cut 
when the truck tyrned over. They 
were Miss Susie Whitten, 17; Ernest 
Henson, 23; Mrs. Whitten, and Lizzie 
Whitten, 6.. None was considered hurt 
seriously and all were dismissed. 

They left the hospital Tuesday aft- 
ernoon and failed to leave an address. 
Hospital officials Tuesday night were 
unable to notify the family of the 


boy's death. 


$200,000 in Cash, Securities 
Seized in Minneapolis Raid 


MINNEAPOLIS, March 29.—()—.; 
The biggest bank robbery in Minne- 
sota history today brought $50,000 in 
eash and approximately $150,000 in 
securities to seven robbers who en- 
forced their commands with  sub- 


machine guns, shotguns #nd pistols. 

Rushing into an outlying branch of 
the North Western National bank 
soon after it opened, they herded 18 
employes and 6 cust mers into the 
rear of the main banking room and 
looted the vault of virtually all its 
contents, even down to small coins. 
Not a shot was fired. The seven es- 
tle lt in an automobile. . 

E. W. Decker, president of the 
Northwestern bank, said the exact 
amount of securities taken, nearly all 
of which were bonds could not be de- 
termined until a thorough examina- 
tion of records was made. How much 
was negotiable also awaited the check. 


> Less than 10 minutes was required 


for the holdup of’ the bank, one of 
the largest outside the downtown dis- 
trict here. Two policemen were less 
than a block away, tagging a traffic 
law violator. 


The bank manager, J. A. Kunz, was 
forced to open the vault from which 
coins, currency and securities were 
taken and stuffed into canvas bags. 

As-the raiders retreated toward a 
door dragging the heavy bags they 
took along two women employes as 
shields against possible shots. The 
women were freed at the door. 


The only clue police said they uad 
was a hat dropped ia the flight. It 
bore a haberdasher’s inscription and 
two numbers ptaced by cleaners. 

Late today a bank employe identi- 
fied a police picture as that of one 
robber. Police said they had iearned

Returning from a trip to the flyer'’s 
Sourland mountain estate, made par- 
tially by air in spite of unfavorable 
weather, the Very Rev. Dean H. Dob- 
son-Peacock told reporters “all J can 
say is that things are satisfacthry so 
far. We want to kéep on with our 
work. We are still optimistic.” 

Dean Dobson-Peacock added that 
Colonel Lindbergh had requested that 
he, together with John Hughes Cur- 
tis, Norfolk boat-builder, and Rear 
Admiral Guy H. Burrage, retired, 
continue their negotiations but he de- 
clined to .answer all questions as to 
details of the plan on which they are 
working. 

At the time-he spoke the Episcopal 
churchman had not conferred with 
his associates and he indicated that 
he must see them before plans for 
their future activities were definitely 
decided upon. Earlier Mr. Curtis and 
Rear Admiral Burrage had said that 
they expected Dean- Dobson-Peacock's 
return during the day and until they 
saw him at least they would have 
nothing to say. 

Later in the day, after meeting his 
associates, the dean issued a forn 
statement in which he said that thé 
were continuing their efforts to. re- 
cover the baby “at the request of Colo- 
nel Lindgergh made personally — by 
him.”

Political leaders never ‘had any 
doupts as to the outcome of the pri- 
mafy in Georgia. The problem was to 
get out the vote, and to encourage 
the holding of elections in the several 
counties. The $1,000 entrance fee paid 


.by friends of Governor Roosevelt, and 


the $1,000 fee paid by Judge G. H. 
Howard, of Atlanta, his _ opponent, 
went into the printing of ballots and 
election sheets. 

No Fund for Primaries. 

There was no fund for the holding 
of the primaries. It became a ques- 
tion of getting volunteers to serve at 
the polls without pay, or of financing 
of the costs of the election by each of 
the counties. 

Mr. Page’s friends said that it was 
a tribute to his enthusiastic leader- 
ship and to his cordial relationship 
with Roosevelt leaders throughout the 
state that the polls were opened in all 
but very few counties. 

No money was spent for advertising 
or Campaign literature. There were 
several radio addresses. The bulk of 
the €ampaign work was in letter writ- 
ing, In addition to this task, Mr. Page 
issued daily statements on the prog- 
ress of the campaign.

‘Any well-informed person knows 
it is a physical impossibility in view of 
the number and extensive equipment 
of the Japanese forces,” the statement 
added. 

“Mamoru Shigemitsu, Japanese 
minister to China, had reported to the 
foreign office at Tokyo that there 
were 50,000 Japanese troops in the 
Shanghai zone, with 5,000 horses, 150 
guns and 50 airplanes. 

‘Those forces are in China to safe- 
guard Japanese lives and property,” 
the statement continued. 

Tokvo dispatches quoted officials 
there as saying Japan had offered to 
bring the army back to a line roughly 
marked by the towns of Woosung, 
Kiangwan and Chapei. The Chinese, 
they said, especially objected to the 
continued occupation of Woosung.

What we should strive for 
is a happy America and not one where 
a tenth part sits on top of the world 
and the balance grovels in misery.

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Famous Bridge Lecturer Attracts 
Large Throng of Atlanta Devotees 


BY ANNIE LOU HARDY. 

The fampus Culbertson approach- 
forcing system in contract bridge gain- 
ed vastly in popularity and exp: #nts 
‘ under the capable explanation of ‘Theo- 
dore Lightner, internationally known 
bridge expert, who lectured to a large 
and enthusiastic audience of bridge 
devotees gathered “in Davison-Paxon 
Company's tea room yesterday after- 
noon. Mr. Lightner appeared under 
the auspices of the Young Matrons’ 
Circle of the Tallulah Falls school, and 
he will deliver another lecture at 3 
o'clock this afternoon at the same 
place. 

At today’s lecture. Mr. Lightner. 
who talks bridge in language as un- 
derstandable to the tyro as to the ex- 
pert, will take up the playing of the 
cards, demonstrating end and squeeze 
plays and illustrating the value of 
short and long suits and the strategy 
of proper discarding. 

Mrs. Ben Parker, president of the 
Young Matrons’ Circle of Tallulah. in- 
troduced Mr. Lightner, who prefaced 
his explanations with interesting per- 
sonal experiences from the recent Cul- 
bertson-Lenz bridge hattle. For he it 
Was who took Mrs. Culbertson’s place 
when she was forced to quit the match 
as her hushand’s partner to-do Christ- 
mas shopping for the two Culbertson 
children, ! 

“The popular conception that an 
expert player knows where practically 
every card in the deck is placed after 
the four players have bid the hands 
correctly by this system, is just a 
fairy tale, I’m afraid,’ declared Mr. 
Lightner. And he _ smiled a little, 
though he takes his bridge very seri- 
ously, which no doubt accounts in 
Jarge measure for his being ranked as 
one of the ten best players the world 
has ever known. “But certainly a good 
player should know the position of all 
the important cards if the bidding is 
done correctly,” he added, and pro- 
ceeded to explain the keynote of suc- 
cessful bidding by the Culbertson count 
of honor tricks. 

Strength of Position. 

According to Mr. Lightner, the 
dealer and first bidder should make 
very sound bids, adhering to the rule 
of holding two and one-half honor 
tricks to open the bidding. The sec- 
ond in hand may shade his bids to 
some extent, that is he may bid with 
slightly less strength, since his part- 
ner is the fourth in hand and has the 
advantage from that position. The 
third hand Mr. Lightner considers the 
weakest bidding position at the table. 
which he explains by saying there is 
great trouble in going too far. The 
fourth in hand, the strongest position 
at the table, and requiring the great- 
est strength to open, should use discre-

tion, lest he overbid and get into seri- 
ous trouble. 
Minimum Bids. 

By the use of a small blackboard, 
the lecturer presented and illustrated 
the minimum five-card suit bid and 
the minimum four-card suit bid, ac 
cording to the tendency among experts. 
He also explained the no-trump bid. 
with the strength divided in several 
suits, declaring that one of the re- 
sultant decisions from the Culbertson- 
Lenz match conceded the initial suit 
bid invariably preferable to the no- 
trump bid. Another decision handed 
down from that memorable battle of 
the century was the akness of the 
intermediate two bid, which all ex- 
perts have abandoned, according to 
Mr, Lightner. 

Making valuable use of actual ex- 
perience in playing, the audience was 
seated at small tables in groups of 
four and given ecards which were dealt 
according to a system marked on the 
back of the decks, thus making the 
hands the same at all tables. These 
hands were identical with some of the 
most interesting hands dealt and play- 
ed in the recent world-famous match, 
and after the round was finished at 
each table Mr. Lightner explained in 
detail the correct bidding and playing 
of each hand. The hands were chosen 
to represent the various problems to be 
encountered, each difficulty being ex- 
plained suse 4 in lucid manner by Mr. 
Lightner, who is a recognized master 
of analysis and technique of the game.

Treasure Ship Wreck 
Located in Atlantic 


NORFOLK, Va.. March 29.—(4) 
Captain Carl H. Wiley, of the Ro- 
mano Marine Salvaging Company of 
Seattle, announced today that he 
had located the wreck of the Ward 
liner Merida, about 65 miles north- 
east of Cape Charles. 

He said he would leave tomorrow 
for Seattle to make preparations for 
operations to salvage the ship which 
went down on May-12, 1911. with 
a cargo of gold, silver and jewels, 
valued at between $4,000,000 and 
$5.000,000, 

Captain Wiley, who has been here 
since March 9, trying to locate the 
wreck of the Merida, is inventor of 
apparatus which he said will be 
used in the salvaging operations and 
which now is being employed in an 
effort to raise the steamer Islander, 
sunk in Alaskan .waters in 1901 
with a $3,500,000 cargo of gold. 

The Merida was located, he said, 
in about 220 feet of water, and his 
apparatus is designed to be effective 
at depths up to 930 feet.

MEXICAN FARMER 
BARES RICH FIND 
IN ANCIENT TOMB 


MEXICO CITY, March 29.—(UP) 
Great importance was attached tonight 
to the discovery of pre-Hispanic relies, 
including jewelry and utensils, in a 
tomb near Texmelican, in the state 
of Guerrero. 

The discovery, made accidentally by 
a farmer, Sidonio Moreno, was sim- 
ilar to and perhaps as important as 
the recent archaelogical discoveries 
in Mixteean tombs near Mount Alban. 

The remains of several persons were 
found in the Texmelican tomb, but it 
will not be possible to identify their 
tribal origin until the tomb has been 
examined by experts. 

Alabaster pottery and gold filigree 
work of similar nature were found in 
both tombs. 

Professor Enrique Juan Palacios, 
state expert, said the tomb at Tex- 
melican apparently was that of a 
woman of high rank. It yielded breast 
ornaments, diadems, necklace, all of 
gold, and other jewels and utensils. 

Some of the jewels were of jade 
and, in some respects, of greater value 
than those found at Monte Alban, The 
Texmelican tomb did not yieldgearls. 
The most important single object 
found, according to the preliminary 
suryey, was a thin disk engraved with 
symbols of the god Quetzalcoatl. In 
addition, there were many golden 
beads, and two golden belts.
